BIRMINGHAM, Ala,, July 31. All was 


quiet at Brookside this morning, and 
has continued so all day. Nine negroes 
were jailed, and a lynching narrowly 
averted. 


The sheriffs posse today returned 


to the scene of last night's race riot, 
bringing ten negro rioters, two having 
been rescued from a mob of enraged 
white miners, after ropes had been 
placed about their necks. A half dozen 
officers left Brookside to arrest other 
rioters and prevent further trouble. 
The negroes who are intrenched in a 
ditch were strongly reinforced, and 
poured a murderous fire out from their 
cover, shooting down two officers at 
the first volley. Reinforcements came 
to the whites, but the negroes never 
seased firing until their ammunition 
was exhausted. They then fled to the 
woods, the whites in pursuit. Three

among the rioters arrested. A half a 
dozen women took part in the riot. 


Jim Bridges, the

tle doubt that tho Chicago police will 
convict 11, U, Holmes, alias Mudgett, 
alias Pratt, alias Gordon, now in tho 
I?h.ilatlelahia jail, of the murder of at 
least seven person's* 
: 


They, know the name of the man 


who can hang Holmes by giving his 
testimony, and that man is in their 
power. His name is Hatch, alias Bond, 
alias Mascot, and he is now serving a 
sentence of ton j'ears in the pen- 
itentiary at Little Rock, Ark., for 
horse stealing. He is as close to Holmes 
through all his murder plots as janitor 
Quinlan, and is ready, to tell all he 
knows. This includes the pointing ont 
of the resting places of the bodies of 
the Williams sisters, who he assisted 
in secreting after they were murdered. 
Ho will tell how they were murdered 
and exactly how all their bodies were 
handled. 


He will also give full and explicit in- 


formation concerning tho murder of 
PiotKel and his two children and of 
Mrs. Julia Connors and her daughter 
Pearl. 


In short, this man is the only other 


living person aside from Quinlan who 
can tell the story of the murders in 
tho charnel house. Aside from Quin- 
tan he ia the only man who can tell of 
Holmes' crimes in u way that will 
bring forth evidence of Holmes' guilt, 
The mention of his name by the police 
Tuesday made Janitor Quinlan turn 
pale and refuse to talk further, and a 
confession from Quinlau is almost as- 
sured, but will come too late, as Hatch 
is to bo tho state's witness. 
It has 


been arranged to request a pardon 
from the governor of Arkansas if he 
will give his testimony. 


It is suspected that William Capps, 


of Fort Worth, Texas, gave the police 
of Chicago some valuable information 
concerning Hatch. In fact, it is defi- 
nitely understood that Hatch was dis- 
covered iu the Little llock penitentiary 
by Attorney Capps, who is in Chicago 
engaged in proving up the fraudulent 
transactions of Holmes with regard to 
tho property of the Williams girls. He 
declared Tuesday that the Williams 
girls were both dead and that he could 
offer sufficient proof to a civil court to 
secure a setting aside of the title of 
their property (now in the name of 
Pietzcl as D. B, Lyman), so thnt the 
heirs of the two girls could secure the 
property. 


It is known that Mayor Swift, State's 


Attorney Kern and Chief of Police llade- 
nock conferred Tuesday for the pur- 
pose of agreeing upon a plan to be 
adopted with reference to the man in 
tho Little Hock penitentiary, and the 
police said an effort would be made to 
secure his release from the peniteu- 
tontinry, and the guarantee of im- 
munity from punishment iu Illinois,

will convict Holmes. He has assured 
tho Little Rock officials that he knows 
the Williams girls were murdered by 
Holmes; that he knows where their 
bodies are concealed and also that he 
can show that Pietzel and his two 
children, as well as Mrs, Connor and 
her daughter were killed by Holmes.

He could not find one, and returning 
was met on the gang plank by Allen 
who had a knife in his hand. 


Headley started to run and Allen 


followed, threatening to kill the pho- 
tographer. 
Headley drew his revolver 


and fired three times in the air to 
frighten the boy, but Allen still fol- 
lowed him.

then ran to

escape. 
Unfortunately he stepped in a 


hole of water about twenty feet deep 
and wus drowned. His body was re- 
covered hulf an hour later, Allen assist- 
ing in drawing it to shore.
